WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Vice 
President Charles Curtis and Pas-, 
cual Ortiz Rubio, President-elect of 
Mexico, today exchanged calls. 

The President-elect left the Mex- 
ican Embassy shortly before 3 
o’clock for the Senate Office Build- 
ing. Guarded by motorcycle po- 
licemen he drove to the Capitol 
where the Vice President greeted 
him. 

Accompanying Ortiz Rubio to the 
Capitol were Ambassador Tellez of 
Mexico, Dr. Puig Casaurance, di- 
rector of the national revolufionary 


party; Campos-Ortiz, first secretary 
of the embassy; Carlos Barrera, 
secretary to the Ambassador, and 
Arthur Bliss Lane, chief of the 
Division of Mexican affairs of the 
State Department. 


Curtis called at the Mexican Em- 
bassy to return the compliment to 
him by the visiting dignitary. As 
was the case yesterday when Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Hoover exchanged 
calls with Ortiz Rubio, the visits 
with the Vice President set an 
American precedent. 

The reciprocal visits closed the 
official activities for the day, but 
the night program included a state 
dinner at the White House. 

The tombs of George Washington 
and of the Unknown Soldier were 
visited this morning by Ortiz Ru- 
bio. 

The Mexican leader appeared 
greatly impressed by the beauty 
of Mount Vernon and re- 
mained so long in contemplation 
of Washington's tomb that the 
Schedule of his tour was delayed.

“A young lady spoke 
of the fact that Miss Hempel had 
mentioned she was studying some- 
thing new—poisons.”’ . 

Not at Work Tuesday. 

Miss Hempel did not report for 
work Tuesday because of a throat 
infection. That afternoon Walker, 
on his way home, stopped at her 
home and gave her a Christmas 
present. He wished her a merfy 
Christmas, he testified, but she 
seemed despondent and answered: 
“Oh, this will not be a merry 
Christmas for me.” 

Walker said he had noticed at 
the bank that Miss Hempel was 
subject to moody spélis and he had 
advised her to be cheerful. He had 
not heard her make any threats of 
suicide. 

Walker said he knew Miss Hem- 
pel Only in an office way.” 

“Did you know she was going to 
the Congress Hotel?” the Coroner 
asked. 

“No, I didn’t even know where 
the call came from.” 

Upon leaving the witness stand, 
Walker told reporters he under- 
stod his secretary’s despondency 
was due to worry over her father’s 
serious illness. 


No Poison Container Found.

tive countries. Moreover, officials 
point out, there is a possibility of

While officials deprecate news- 
paper suggestions that China’s re- 
jection of Obata will result in a 
rupture of diplomatic relations, it 
was admitted at the Foreign Of- 
fice that the persistent refusal of 
the Chinese to accept Obata might 
lead to Tokio’s asking Nanking to 
recall Wang Yung-pao, its Min-

‘NORRIS DECLARE 


Secretary of Treasury’s 
Resignation as First Step 
Toward Reform. | 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The 
resignation of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon was demanded as 
the first step in a up of pro 
hibition enforcement today by Sen- 


ator Norris of Nebraska, a Repub- 
lican dry, who joined with Senator 
Borah (Rep.), Idaho, in condemn- 
ing the personnel of the enforce- 
ment service. 

The Nebraskan blamed politics 
in the enforcement service for 
what he described as the failure of 
enforcement. When asked where 
he would start in reorganizing he 
replied quickly “with Andrew W. 
Mellon,” 

“I don't say the law is not en- 
forced everywhere,” said Norris, 
who is chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, “but I do say it is not 
generally enforced and I _ think 
there is evidence that the poli- 
ticlans are meddling too much. I 
don't think Andrew Mellon, who is 
the chief enforcement officer, is in 
sympathy with the law. I don’t 
demand prohibition cranks.” 

Fearful of Politics. 

“In fact, I don’t want any cranks 
in the service but I want an ad- 
ministration of that law which is 
free from political influence.” 

Senator Jones (Rep.}, Washing- 
ton, today called at the office of 
the Law Enforeement Commission 
to urge an early report by it. 
However, the Republican dry lead- 
er faiied to find Chairman George 
W. Wickersham and a majority of 
has commission on hand so he 
made an appointment for a return 
call early next week. 

Opposition to a plan announced 
by the Treagury to reduce the num- 
ber of ports of entry from Canada 
was indicated by Congressman Pit- 
tenger (Rep.) Minnesota. 

Borah took the question of pro- 
hibition enforcement to the Execu- 
tive Mansion yesterday and dis- 
cussed it thoroughly over the 
luncheon table with President Hoo- 
ver, What was said was not dis- 
closed, but today Borah was firm- 
ly entrenched as ever in his stand 
that the ills of enforcement lie in 
the personnel to which it is en- 
trusted. 

Undersecretary of the Treasury 
Mills has passed back to Congress 
the responsib:lity for improving en- 
forcement conditions along the 
border. His department is ready, 
he said, to submit plans for a uni- 
fied border patrol and a limited 
number of Canadian ports of entry 
as soon as Congress approves Pres- 
ident Hoover’s recommendation for 
a joint committee to study enforce- 
ment questions. 

Sheppard Defends Hoover. 

The Senate adopted a resolution 
to establish such a committee just 
before recessing for the holidays 
and a similar House measure is 
awaiting actio.. by the Rules Com- 
mittee, 

Senator Sheppard (Dem.) of 
Texas, co-author of the eighteenth 
amendment, entered the lists with 
an assertion that enforcement is a 
success as measured by the stand- 
ard of a majority of people obey- 
ing the law and a majority of cases 
against offenders resulting in con- 
victions. 

He said he thought President 
Hoover is doing everything within 
his power to improve enforcement, 
that he is in close touch with the 
men directly responsible, and that 
these agencies are entitled to pub- 
lic confidence and support, 

Senator Harris (Dem.) of 
Georgia, who precipitated the pres- 
ent discussion by demanding a pre- 
liminary report on prohibition from 
the Hoover Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, has asserted that increased 
funds will solve the problem and 
make possible the employment o} 
more capable enforcement officers. 

Wet Leader’s Statement. 

Henry H. Curran, president of 
the Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment, issued a formal 
statement concerning the develop- 
ments. It read: 3 

“I see by the papers that Borah 
says the only trouble witb prohi- 
bition is that the snoopers do not 
snoop efficiently. but Mitchell says 
the trouble is with Congress, while 
Doran says the ‘trouble is with the 
American people.

NEW $30,000,000 COTTON 
CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—A 
concerted movement of the Amer- 
ican cotton farmers toward cd- 
operation was pictured today by 
Carl Williams, Farm Board mem- 
ber representing cotton, as board 
members and representative grow- 
ers met to confer on the final 
draft of a charter and by-laws for 
the new $30,000,000 cotton corpor- 
ation. 

Williams explained the eagerness 
of nonmembers to enter the co- 
operative field as a reaction to the 
fact that all the privileges of the 
independent dealer to buy and sell 
are to be enjoyed by the new cor 
poration. It may buy a farmer's 
cotton outright and pay him the 
cash, thus relieving him of further 
market problems, Williams said. 

“Under the Farm Board set-up,” 
he said, “the cotton of all co-op- 
eratives will be fed out to the 
world in a central stream under 
central control. Then the seller 
will be bigger than the buyer and 
cotton will be put where it is 
needéd. when it is needed and in 
only the quantities which people 
wil] buy at a fair price.”

Lowman Says Coast Guards Had 
Right to Firé on Boat on Lake 
Erie; Call It “Rum Runner.” 

By the Associated Press., 
WASHINGTON, -Dec. 27.—The 
action of a Coast Guard crew in 
opening fire on a boat on Lake 
Erie on which Eugene F. Downey 
Jr. of Buffalo, N. ¥., was killed, 
was defended today in a statement 
by Seymour Lowman, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. 


Lowman, in the first utterance 
by a Government official on the 
killing of Downey on Christmas 
day, said the coast guardsmen 
were proceeding under a section of 
the tariff act which gave them full 
authority to stop any boat at any 
time in American waters for in- 
spection. The fact that ho liquor 
was found in the boat had no sig- 
nifidance, he éaid, “because there 
was plenty of timé to throw the 
liquor overboard into the lake.’ 
Lowman’s statement termed the 
boat a “rum. runner” and he said 
it failed to stop when signaled and 
when blank shots were fired as a 
warning. 

‘The rum runner showed no 
lights and failed to stop,” he said. 
“The coast guardsmen continued 
the pursuit but because of the ob- 
struction of floating ice lost track 
of the rum runner and it was fully 
half an hour before they finally 
discovered it tied to the pier and 
it-was found there was a wounded 
man in the boat, the other man 
having disappeared.”

United States Treasury in announc- 


ing today tax refunds of $190,000,- 
000 in the fiscal year ending June 
$0, 1929, set forth that resti- 
tution in amounts ranging upward 
to $25,000,000 was being made to 
corporations and individuals, in- 
cluding John D. Rockefeller, the 
Carnegie Steel Co. and Mary Pick- 
ford. 

Rockefeller, one of the world’s 
wealthiest men, received $157,227; 
Miss Pickford, $10,163; the Car- 
negie Company, $25,847,259, the 
largest single refund ltisted; the 
William Waldorf Astor Trust, $6,- 
456,829, and Daniel Guggenheim of 
New York, $8811. 

Hundreds of refunds, all of $600 
or more, were HKsted, including 
benficiaries in every State of the 
Union and Hawaii 

Among the Western States, Cali- 
fornia with its wealthy motion pic- 
ture and subsidiary interests was 
predominant among the refunds, 
although Miss Pickford was the 
only Cinema actress mentioned. 

In the Middle West, Illinois fur- 
nished the Government’s greatest 
refund burden, while Pennsylvania 
and New York were outstanding in 
the East. Florida was the heav- 
iest beneficiary in the South. 

Four citizens of Germany bene- 
fited substantially from the refunds, 
more than a million dollars going 
to each through the custodian of 
alien property, for errors in tax 
collections on estates confiscated 
during the war. 

Some of the refunds already had 
been published, having come under 
a recent law requiring publication 
of the names of beneficiaries and 
the amounts accruing to them as 
soon as the refunds are made. But 
by far the majority of the thou- 
sands of names and amounts listed 
fell under the old law requiring 
them to be lumped into an annual 
report.

JAPANESE ARMS PARLEY 
DELEGATION IN ENGLAND 
Accorded Official ] Welcome by May- 
or of Southampton on Arrival 
From U. 8. 
By the Associated Prers., 
SOUTHAMPTON, Dec. 27.—The 


liner Olympic, flying the Japanese 
flag, ‘brought the Japanese dele- 
gation to the London naval disar- 
mament conference into port to- 
day, ending their long journey 
from Tokio, by way of Washing- 
ton and New York, to England. 

The Mayor of Southampton and 
officials from the Japanese Em- 
bassy in London accorded the 
delegation on official welcome. 

Reijiro Wakatsuki, chief of the 
delegation, said in an interview: 
“IT am giad that by passing through 
the United States we have been 
afforded an opportunity to meet 
and confer informally with the 
American authorities. The con- 
versations have proved very prof- 
itable. 

“As some time remains before 
the conference is convened we 
will have similar opportunities for 
a frank exchange of views with 
the British authorities. 

“Much has already been accom- 
plished in preliminary negotia- 
tions through our Ambassadors in 
England and America to clarify 
our position and the nature of 
the problems we are to face. 

“We desire to do all in our pow- 
er to smooth the path of progress 
in coming to the conference. Our 
people and our Government are 
united in an ardent desire for a 
successful conference and wish 
that not only limitation, but ac- 
tual reduction in naval armaments 
may be effected. 

“Japan will be satisfied with an 
inferior naval strength as com- 
pared with Great Britain and the 
United States. All she asks is the 
s‘curity of the empire. She has 
never thought of aggression. 

“I am confident that her pacific 
policy will enable her to co-oper- 
ate freely and effectively with the 
other Powers in the attainment 
of the noble objectives of the con- 
ference. 

“We sincerely believe that bys 
inspiring all nations with fresh 
confidence and good will toward 
one another the meetings will 
Surely re-enforce the pact of 
Paris in its exhortation for the 
establishment of an enduring 
peace. It is with great hopes 
that we have come to London.” 


FRANCE PAYS $12,067,934 
DUE U. S. ON WAR DEBTS 


First Installment on $4,025,000.000 
Total Remitted Under Melion- 
Berenger Pact. 

By ‘the Associated Press.. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The 
Treasury announced yesterday the 
receipt of $12,067,934 from the 
Government of France, completing 
payment of annuities due up to this 
time under the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement for funding the $4,025.- 
000,000 war debt France owed the 
United States. The announcement 
said the payment had been received 
in Treasury notes and first Liberty 
loan bonds. 

The payment was the first made 
since Congress approved the Mel- 
lon-Berenger agreement, which was 
signed Dec. 18 by the President. 
All payments which h*ve been 
made in the past on account of the 
principal of the obligation, and on 
account of interest on the obliga- 
tions given for surplus war mate- 
rial purchased from this Govern- 
ment, are being credited to the an- 
nutties first due- under the funding 
agreement. | 

Up to the time the agreement 
was ratified France had paid $112,- 
932,065 to this Government, while 
the total annuities due up to June 
15 on the agreement, which was 
reached « April 29, 1926, amount- 
ed to $125,000,000. The net an- 
nuity to be received from the 
French Government will amount to 
$35,000,000 and will be payable 
next June 15. 


$7,500,000 CHARITY GIFT 


Woman Living in Paris Left Mon- 
ey to Mexican Organization.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 27.—A re- 
cent presidential decree eliminat- 
ing taxation on donations to La 
Beneficencia Privada, a charity or- 
ganization. will bring a gift of 
$7,500,000 to the institution, which 
would otherwise have gone to the 
French clergy. 

Landa Beriozasa!l, president of 
the charity organization, an- 
nounced today that Senorita Luz 
Bringas, a wealthy Mexican living 
in Paris, has made a will leaving 
that sum to the organization, pro- 
vided the Federal tax on donations 
were removed.

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FRANCE IN NOTE 
OUTLINES POLICY | 
AT NAVAL PARLEY 


Declares It € Considers Lon- 
don Conference Only 
Preliminary to General 
Meeting on Disarmament. 


POLITICAL ACCORD 
VITAL TO NAVAL PACT 


Briand in Speech Says Old 
Slogan of Preparing for 
War to Get Peace Is 
Wrong.

PARIS, Dec. 27.—That the 
French policy at the London five- 
power conference will be based 
upon the covenant of the League of 
Nations was made evident by the 
French memorandum to the other 
powers, issued by the Foreign of- 


fice yesterday. 

The note reasserts the position 
aiready indicated by Premier Tar- 
dieu in the Chamber, that France 
considers the London conference 
only ag a prelude to a general dis- 
armament conference at Geneva. 

Recognizing the value of the 
Kellogg-Briand pact, as far as it 
goes, the French note makes it 
clear, nevertheless, that it does not 
at this time consider that pact suf- 
ficient to guarantee the security of 
nations, and continues with what 
is regarded as sarcasm by saying: 

“This consideration, no doubt, 
prevented the British Government 
from contemplating a substantial 
reduction of naval armaments and 
the American Government from 
giving up the prompt execution of 
the latest naval program.” 

The note goes on to say that 
these two Governments were in 
agreement in voiding the chances 
of disagreements between them- 
selves, although this did not ex- 
tend to cover the possibility that 
they might be forced to intervene 
elsewhere. 


Washington Pact Unsuccessful. 


It is stated in the note that. the 
London conference will not be en- 
tirely satisfactory unless it brings 
about a general agreement for an 
arms reduction conference to be 
held at Geneva, and that the Wash- 
ington agreement on navies has 
not been successful. At least, the 
note says, this system failed wren 
it was attempted to apply it to all 
navies. 

In the words of Tardieu iast 
week the note “rallies under the 
banner” of Article VIII of the 
League covenant and rejects the 
idea of basing armaments on esti- 
mated strength. It stands for 
global tonnage and contains what 
may be a threat: 

“France doesn’t wish to raise 
questions of land and aerial arma- 
ment at London, but cannot con- 
ceal the fact that the tonnage re- 
quired to meet her needs in nava* 
defense closely relates to her needs 
in land and aerial armaments.” 

There is a reference to the Medi- 
terranean situation with a general 
suggestion of a pact along the lines 
of the Pacific pact and a tugges- 
tion that Spain be asked to sign it. 

Political Accord Necessary. 

The note continues by saying 
that the nations will be in a posi- 
tion to consider disarmament ef- 
fectively only in proportion to the 
outside help on which they may 
rely. An accord on naval disarm- 
ament would presuppose a previous 
political accord. 

The foreign office believes that

GREAT CONGRESS 
TO CHART INDIA 
FUTURE COURSE 


Delegates to Be Asked to 


LAHORE, India, Dec. 27.—De- 
cisions for the future of India and 
for its position within the British 
Empire are expected to be reached 
by the Indian National Congress, 
which opens Sunday. Committees 
are already at work and the great 
Congress was more or less formally 
opened Wednesday by a great pro 
cession that took place in the pres- 
ence of hundreds of thousands of 
people. 

Nearly 3000 delegates, gathered 
from all India, will participate in 
the Congress, which is formally to 
decide the attitude of Inaian Na- 
tionalists in the round-table confer- 
ence to be held in London on In- 
dian constitutional reform, after 
the Simon Statutory Commission 
*' g issued its report. 

The main discussions will revolve 


around resolutions drafted by Ma- 
hatma Gandhi and Pandit Motilal 
Nehru. The Congress is urged to 
condemn the bombing of the vice- 
roy’s train on Dec. 23; to with- 

raw from commitment to. the 

ehru report of last year which, 
according ot a _ resolution, “em- 
bodied a draft constittuion for In- 
dia on dominion status lines and 
evoked great hostility, particularly 
among Indian Moslems, “and to 
define India’s alms as “complete 
independence.” 

Other resolutions urge the Con- 
gress to request that all Congress- 
men withdraw from and boycott 
the legislatures; to authorize an 
All-Indian ,Congress Committee to 
launch a campaign for nonpayment 
of taxes, and for civil disobedience 
where and when it is deemed nec- 
essary. 

Whether the Congress will adopt 
these resolutions or will formulate

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27-—The 
grain trade, repulsed in its attacks 
on the Federal Farm Board in the 
grain belt and at Washington, is 
transferring the scene of battle 
temporarily to Liverpool, England, 
according to reports, received py 
Senator Nye of North Dakota. 

Liverpool is the center of the 
world wheat market. Nye said the 
information received by him indi- 
cated an ingenious plan on the part 
of American gtain commission men 
to bury the Farm Board and its 
program under an oversupply of 
wheat. In pursuance of this plan, 
he said, American grain men &p- 
parently are selling American 
wheat short in Liverpool for the 
purpose of beating down the price 
there, thus making it unprofitable 
for American producers to export 
wheat. Failure to export the sur- 
plus, of course, would leave an 
oversupply in this country, which 
would result in lower prices in the 
American market. 

The Farm Board has placed @ 
loan value on wheat of $1.25 «@ 
bushel in Minneapolis and $1.18 a 
bushel] in Chicago, and has loaned 
a substantial amount to the ¢co-op- 
eratives at those rates, The board 
is require@g under the law to «o!- 
lect the full amount of itg loans, 
with interest. If, through .such @ 
scheme as that reported to Nye, 
the price of wheat were beaten 
down to a point where the co-0p- 
eratives would be compelled to sell 
it for less than they had already 
borrowed ‘on it, the Farm Board 
would be under the necessity of 
compelling the co-operatives to go 
into their pockets and fork over 
the difference. It is recognized that 
this act would incur for the board 
the hostility of every co-operative 
effected, and agreement between 
the co-operatives and the Farm 


board’s marketing program, 
However. there is a device by 
which this situation could be met.

To the Editor of the Post-Dizpatch. 

HAVE noted with interest the news 

item from Chief of Police Gerk, re- 
porting the very bad conditions as re- 
gards unemployment in St. Louis. Can- 
not help but feel disgusted when looking 
ever the streets where we see the need

15 states, and the Missouri Supreme Court has been 

compelled to reverse itself. 

In the two and a half years between the annulment 

of the old law and the enactment of a new one, an 
orgy of building took place. Lindel] boulevard, the 
city’s noblest thoroughfare, long a show place of fine‘ 
residences, was invaded by commercial enterprises. 
including such utterly unsuitable ones as grocery and 
drug stores. A great many other fine streets were 
similarly invaded, to the vast loss of property owners 
and the partial destruction of the city plan. This 
| Was a perfect object lesson of the need for a soning 
|law, and it converted many persons who had doubt- 
ed the wisdom of it. 

The new zoning law, passed in 1926, was drawn 
comparatively loosely to avoid injustice. For exam- 
| ple, it devoted approximately 20 per cent of the city’s 
area to multiple dwelling, or apartment house uses, 
though it is certain that 75 per cent of the area set 
aside will never be needed for that type of house. A 
study in large American cities divulges that approxi- 
‘mately 1 per cent of a city’s area is needed for apart- 
ment houses. The liberality of the law makes it in- 
| excusable for the Board of Aldermen to make further 
extensions of the multiple dwelling area. That is 
| particularly true since the effect will be to piace one 
/or two apartment houses in districts otherwise solidly 
| residential. 

Perhaps it is unfair to be too critical of the Alder- 
| men, since, after all, they camnot be expected to qual- 
|ify as zoning experts. No doubt many of the vicious 
exceptions to the zoning law have been advocated by 
| Aldermen in the sincere belief that an injustice was: 
}to be corrected or that a harmless favor was being 
‘granted. Multiply these instances by thousands, how- 
| ever, and the condition becomes one to demand some 
|Bew method of passing on zoning exceptions. 
| Under the old zoning law, all applications were first 
| referred to the City Plan Commission for comment. 

The commission's experts studied them, not only from | 
‘the viewpoint of the applicant. but of the neighbor- 
_bood, district and city as a whole. Their recom- 
‘mendations, based on that study, were usually ac- 
| cepted. with the result that the city plan as a whole 
| remained virtually undisturbed. When changes were 
|authorized in _ particular cases, care was taken to 
|adapt surrounding property to them to fit the pat- 
'tern. Some pretense of following this method has 
been made under the new law, but it was only «a 
pretense which now has been abandoned altogether. 

It seems to us a return to the practice of permit- 
ting the City Plan Commission to pass on all applica- 
tions is the answer to our present difficulties. As it 
happens, the Hoover Committee on City Planning 
included such a proviso in its model city planning 
law. It could be put into effect by an amendment 
to the present law. While the recommendation of 
the commission would not be binding on the board, 
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a year ago. Nor did the 10-cent fare for non-ticket 
buyers serve to keep up the revenue for this period. 
It declined 3.16 per cent. 

Beginning next Monday the company and the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission will try it again. 
Continuing the 10cent fare for adult casuals, they 
will increase children’s fares from 3 to 5 cents and 
weekly commutation tickets from 90 cents to $1. It 
is unlikely, in the face of the steady exodus from 
the street cars, that either the commission or the 
company has any hope of the new schedule As the 
fares increase, the volume of business automatically 
decreases. 

That is exactly as it should be. It is a pity that 
the people of St. Louis have not the same opporte- 
nity to express their resentment of exploitation by 
other public utilities Thanks to financiers, they are 
also paying exorbitant prices for gas. If the gas 
company had competition the people would avail 
themselves of it. They cannot do so, and so are 
caught. The State Legislature, created to protect the 
people, in 1868 gave the company the right forever to 
sell gas in St. Louis. 

Who can doubt that public resentment is a factor 
in the street car decline? The service is not worse 
than it was. The fares upon busses and in serv- 
ice cars are not lower than street car fares. But 
the people nevertheless leave the street cars because 
they resent the constant fare increase. They are quite 
aware that if the company were not trying to make 
earnimgs upon some $14,000,000 in its valuation in ex- 
cess of the purchase price it would not have to have 
these fare increases. They are also quite aware that 
with all its complaints the company made last year 
some 26 per cent on its common stock. 

Is it amy wonder that the business declines? Its 
difficulties would be great enough in this automotive 
age if it did business upon the simple expectation of 
fair earnings upon its investment. To compound 
those difficulties with the avarice of profiteers is to 
precipitate an actual phenomenon in metropolitan 
transportation, something that possibly no other 
metropolitan community has ever witnessed. 
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ORTIZ RUBIO’S VISIT. 


No augury could be brighter than that of the offi- 
cial visit which President-elect Ortiz Rubio of Mex- 
ico has just made at the White House.

In the meanwhile, under the in- 
tluence of his Gaughter, who has 
confessed her love for Graham, the 
Warden has arranged for the pa- 
role.

Yet it cannot 
be said that he has ever in his 
life committed a criminal! act. 

“It's just the way things break 
sometimes,” says the heart-broken 
Warden, who suffers with his 
daughter, “the way they break.” 

The play has been referred to as 
“a bitter comment on our criminal 
laws” and as “a harowing indict- 
ment’ of legal p ure. It’s 
hardly that in the larger view. It 
is not even an indictment of hu- 
nan nature—for lack of develop- 
ment cannot reasonably be indict- 
ed, A tiong while ago someone 
made the only pertinent comment: 

“.—for they know not what they 
do.” In too many of the vital af- 
fairs of men there is simply “no- 
body home.”

Farm Board Chairman Says 
They Give More Trouble 
Than Outside Influences. 


By the Ascociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Chair- 
man Legge of the Farm Board said 
today that contending factions 
within the farm co-operative 
groups gave more opposition than 
outside influences. 

Speaking before the American 
Farm Economic Association, Leggé 
said that lack of concerted action 
was a major handicap to the for- 
mation and working of farm eo-op- 
eratives. 

In his. address he sketched the 
policies of the board, emphasizing 
its work with co-operatives in the 
marketing of various types of farm 
products. “Joseph & Davis, chief 
economist of the Farm Board, was 
another speaker. 

Legge said that by reduction of 
“haphazard”: shipping, the Cali- 
fornia citrus growers had advanced 
the condition of that industry with- 
in a few years from a situation 
“just as deplorable as ahy today” 
to a point where “comfortable” if 
not “exorbitant” profits were being 
made. s 

Agriculture has not yet learned 
the dangers of overproduction, he 
said, explaining that industriai 
concerns had analyzed the demands 
for their products and reduced out- 
put when consumer demand slowed 
up, while the farmer was not dble 
to detect this situation. 

Davis said there was “some dan- 
ger that co-operative movements 


| may be swelled by new members 


and new organizations lacking the 
spirit of genuine co-operatives, to 
the detriment of the tone and tem- 
per of the movement and the suc- 
cess of particular enterprises. The 
problem of how to restrain or reg- 
ulate production is one of the most 
important that ths board will have 
to face, either in connection with 
stabilization efforts or in connec- 
tion with a persisting recurrent 
tendency to overproduction.” 

The Farm Board chairman said 
objections or opposition on the 
part of “old line traders” in cer- 
tain commodities were not disturb- 
ing. “The real question as to how 
far this work may go and how 
successful it is going to be is not 
based on what opposition we get 
from the outside. The great ques- 
tion is, how far will the producers 
really get together and act and col- 
lectively hold together to the end 
that they may get the benefit that 
they may obtain through a co-oper- 
ative processing or marketing of 
his grain or his products, whatever 
they are.”

| Achievements of Students Five 


Years After Graduation. 


By Science Service. . 

DES MOINES, fa., Dec. 27.—“If 
you are seeking success in business 
or industry, it pays to be impres- 
sive, agreeable and attractive, and 
not too intellectual,” Prof. G. C. 
Brandenburg of Purdue University 
declared today. before the Amert- 
ean Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science in annual session 
here, and added, “Scholarship, like 
virtue, must be its own reward.” 

He was ied to these conclusions. 
which are contrarr. to those 
reached in other earlier studies in- 
cluding some of his own, by analy- 
sis of the records of 100 Purdue en- 
gineering students during the first 
five years after graduation. He 
checked their professional attain- 
ments and matéria!l rewards against 
two sets of records they :-ft in col- 
lege, théir grades for class work 
ana a personality rating based on 
the estimate of each man.at the 
end of his junior year by all of his 
classmates. 


denbure’s analysis to show that the 
best book students scored the high- 
est professional! successes, while the 
high personality men were getting 
the largest salaries at the end of 
their fifth year after graduation. 

“How nruch does a student real- 
ly remember of the stuff that his 
devoted teachers have labored to 
put into his young head? We 
teach as though we expected the 
students to remember and to make 
use of what we teach them in adult 
life. Is this justified?” Dr. D. A. 
Worchester of the University of 
Nebraska said. He has tried to 
find out by examining the same 
groups of students in algebra, Latin 
and other studies, at intervals of 
several months, during which 
time they have not been studying 
these particular subjects. 

The tests, which are still in prog- 
ress, have shown that on the aver- 
age students will remember about 
a third of what they have been 
taught. Students who have dis- 
continued a subject remember con- 
siderably less than students who 
went on into advanced classes. 
Good students, who learned most 
at the time of first presentation, 
remembered most of what they had 
learned when several months had 
fone by. 
good students who got something 
wrong at the first learning remem- 
bered it the wrong way. 

Dr. Harry J. Baker of the psy- 
chological clinic of the Detroit 
Public Schools has made a study of 
the correlations of various types of 
misbehavior on the part of “prob- 
lem children.” He has found, for 
example, that children who cheat 
at their studies will do so at their 
play, and also lie and steal, but 
that they are less given to bad 
temper, selfishness and profane 
language. An over-active child is 
likely to interfere with his play- 
mates and to fight, but he is quite 
unlikely to be a truant or a thief, 
Dr. Baker said.

Curled celery is sych a pretty 
nd effective garnish for salads that 
it is quite worth the small amount 
of trouble it costs. Cut the inner 
stalks into three or four inch 
pieces. With a sharp knife split 


each piece down into thin strips, | 


stopping within an inch of the end. 
Drop tnto ice water and as they 
become chilled the thin strips will 
curl up. 

Radish roses are easy to make 
and very decorative. Trim off all 
but an inch of the stem. Cut off 
the root and with a sharp knife 
cut down from the tip toward the 
stem end so that the red. outside 
covering stands out like the petals 
of a flower. Drop the radishes in- 
to ice water and after an hour oF 
two the petals willcurl back slight- 
‘gs 

Picklé fans go well with a fish 
ae potato salad. Use sweet gher- 
kins, cutting very thin parallel sec- 
tions almost the length of the 
pickle. Then carefully spread out 
the sections like a fan. 

Green\or Red Pepper Rings. Cut 
a slice from the top of a fresh 
pepper and remove seeds and par- 
titions. Slice crosswise, making 
rings as wide as desired. 

These rings may be used to hold 
together stalks of asparagus, whole 
string beans and so forth, or if cut 
quite wide they will serve as cups 
to hold miayonnaise dressing.

Beet—Sliced, diced, chopped, or 
cut in fancy shapes.

Desserts fall more or igss into 
two classes, according to & man’s 
ideas.

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A Piece of 
Her Mind

Room to Write. 


HAVE just iooked into Virginia 

Woolf's interesting little vol- 

ume entitled “A Room of One’s 
Own.” It is this British author's 
premise that women cannot hope 
to write fiction with any great suc- 
cess unless the) have £500 a year 
and a room of their own with a 
lock on the door. . 

Mrs. Woolf sets about to prove 
that women’s tardiness in produc- 
ing good literature is due to the 
seemingly irrelevant handicaps of 
lack of privacy and lack of money. 
Young men who wanted to write 
always had the privilege of living 
in their own quarters; young wom- 
en—until very recently—had no 
place to take their budding talents 
except the family sittifg room. 

Also, argues Mrs. Woolf, women 
have been poorer than any shabby, 
gray mouse that ever looked for 
vitamins on a clean church floor. 
A person harried by worry as to 
where her next bertha is coming 
from cannot concentrate properly 
on the grand climax of a novel, and 
a soul pinched by concern over 
the price of fresh eggs is not in a 
mood to do handsprings on Par- 
nassus, 

While there is undoubtedly some 
truth in Mrs. Woolf's statements, 
I cannot accept her arguments 
without pulling off some of their 
petals. Nobody, unless he was in 
jail, had a great deal of privacy 
So atens the era of steam §eat. Even 
the homes of well-to-do families 
had but one or two rooms that 


were kept really warm. 


Uniess he was master of the 
house and hence in command of 
special privileges, a person who 
wanted to write had to choose be- 
tween the garrulity of the family 
group and a nook by himself that 
was cold enough to rival an igloo. 

Writing in winter used to be a 
heroic business, even in some of 
those lodgings to which the lucky 
young men had access. 

In view of all this, it is surpris- 
ing that nobody has done a thesis 
on the relation between literary 
production and steam heat. The 
furnace is as responsible as any’ 
other one factor for the great mass 
of books that slide out on the heads 
of the public. 

By making all the rooms in the 
house livable, it greatly. increases 
the chances of privacy. Indeed, the 
furnace supplies comfort to $7-a- 
week quarters and permits even be- 
ginners to work without stopping 
to blow on their hands at every 
third word. The great mass of lit- 
erature that we see all around is 
the result. Unfortunately, there are 
some cynics who are inclined to fa- 
vor cold rooms. 

. a . 

The question of money is not, I 
think, altogether as important as 
Mrs. Woolf says. John Bunyan did 
not have £500 a year, and neither 
did John Milton, Robert Burns or 
Charles Lamb. 

Probably fixed incomes for writ- 
ers would bury a lot more talent 
than they would cultivate. Many 
a person who can really write 
would never lift a hand to paper if 
it weren't for those letters with 
the isinglass windows that appear 
around the first of the month. 

Women’s chief handicaps have 
been of a different sort. Although 
there is plenty of talent, I think it 
may as well be admitted that the 
disease of the endocrine glands 
called genius simply does not ap- 
pear among women as frequently 
as it does among men. If one can 
find consolation in the thought, 
neither does idiocy. 

Among other great handicaps 
has been lack of experience. Fora 
great many years most women’s 


“adventures were bounded by a 


flower pot on the east and a mus- 
lin curtain on the west. 

An even greater disadvantage 
were the hoots and deteriorated 
vegetables that greeted almost ev- 
‘ery lady’s attempts at writing. The 
result was that most of the women 
‘who wrote at all either minced and 
_simpered, or else had an angry 
streak in their work as wide as a 
tlightning crack in a barn door. 

* Fortunately, the hooting has al- 
‘most died down now... Iam happy 
‘to report that people are very 
“pleasant, even to women column- 
ists. If a lady had tried running 
a column a couple of hundred 
-years. ago, Wostile crowds would 
have swarmed around her carriage 
—as they did around Margaret 
Cavendish’s—every time she went 
on the street, and eventually she 
would have found herself ordering 
commas on toast in the nearest 
asylum. 


| Narcissus in the Home 
HE paper-white narcissus is 
T provabty the most popular of 
this variety of plants to grow 
in the house, Perhaps this is ex- 
plained by the fact that they are 
BO easily grown. 

It will grow in wet sand, soll, 
water and pebbles or fibre, but 
there are a few precautions to ob- 
serve. Do not start them in the 
full light, as this forces top 
growth too fast, root development 
is arrested and usually the plant 
will not biossom. It is not neces- 
sary to set them in a dark place 
to make roots except if planted in 
soll. Just keep them out of the 
bright light until the roots are 
well developed and the foliage is 
about six inches high, then bring 
them to the light and the chances 
are that in about three weeks the 
pretty white wax-like blossoms will

But nowhere, among the distin- 
guished capitalists and labor 
leaders recommending the five- 
day week, 

Will the home woman discover any 
kind friends urging it for HER! 

From HER it is at least as “far 
distant” as ever! 

Employers and employes may agree 
on five days of work for them- 
selves, 

But they also agree that they have 
to eat for seven days every week, 

And sleep in well-made beds, and 
sit in clean rooms— 

And that consequently somebody 
(meaning some woman) has to 
cook and wash dishes and make 
beds and dust 

For SEVEN days a week—NOT 
five! 

Furthermote, it goes without argu- 

ment 

That no baby can ever be put on a 
five-day week schedule, 

And therefore the innumerable 
baby-tending women must con- 
tinue to work seven days (and 
freqently seven nights). 

Indeed, the average home-maker 
cannot hope to achieve 

What Mary Anderson, chief of the 
Woman’s Bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor,

TABLES TELL

fF ONE seeks a dramatic treat- 
ment for ‘the table, the quest 
usually ends with novelty. Which 
May or may not prove costly, ac- 
cording to the wisdom used by the 
hostess in assembling her appoint- 
ments. ‘ | 
We allhave dined at tables where 
the linen was of the finest, silver 
and china exquisite, too, and the 
center décoration a costly piece. Yet 
these settings did not linger in 
memory as particularly impressive. 
And there have been other tables 
where the most intriguing color 
schemes were worked out in simple 
terms. All appointments were in 
the medium-priced class, perhaps— 
but so cunningly chosen that each 
element “did something” for every 
other piece. And interest and nov- 
elty were present. We may be very 
sure of that. 
Which leads us to the table illus- 
trated, where novelty is announced 
by an odd modern cloth of linen da- 
mask in pale green, flaunting a 
brand-new, modern pattern that 
calls itself ‘Lily of the Nile.” What 
a motif to play up to! 
Great white calla lilies with enor- 
mous leaves and stems etched out in 
white are massed in center forma- 
tion on the green field of the cloth. 
There is a group framed by the 
center panel at each end of the 
cloth, and a broader group at the 
center portion longwise of the 
cloth. And the motif is pleasantly 
echoed by the centerpiece of pond 
lilies in their sterling bowl. At 
another time two tall vases filied 
with calla lilies, placed toward 
either end of the table, would be 
particularly effective. Again, 
one might use a huge flat bowl of 
green crystal filled with those deco- 
rative Japanese water plants grow- 
ing from a base of bark or sod. 
Any one of thése three arrange- 
ments would be novel against such 
a background. And with that ro- 
mantic title, “Lily of the Nile,” to 
prod us we could invent many oth- 
ers quite as interesting. 
The fashion of setting the stage 
for one’s table decoration by begin- 
ning with the tablecloth, while not 
a purely modern invention, has un- 
questionably reached perfection 
since the advent of colored linens 
and modernistic design. For when 
had we damasks in patterns so 
compelling as the one of the pic- 
ture—or the half dozen other cloths 
we recall after a trip through the 
linen department of any one of our 
better stores? 
We come away with visions of 
ornate cloths in mauve and magen- 
ta, of deep green, beige and a regal 
blue in leafy damask patterns that 
are perfect for the Italian or Span- 
ish room. Or we remember a cloth 
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of platinum-colored linen, with its 
pattern in soft, feathery white— 
and a colonial picture torments us 
— Sheraton sideboards, Heppel- 
white chairs, sterling candelabra 
and Spode china. Once upon a time 
we had dining rooms and: for them 
bought tablecloths. Today so in- 
sinuating are the linen patterns 
that we are almost tempted to first 
buy the cloths and then plan.the 
rooms! 

But, of course, that is stretching 
the story a little. Remembering 
our conservative manners, it suf- 
fices to say that with the ‘good 
starting point furnished by a deco- 
rative modern cloth—novelty in to- 
day’s table service finds itself on 
a far more substantial foundation 
and is achieved with leas fuss than 
ever before. .

The Life of John D. Rockefeller

CHAPTER iX. 

HERE was little curiosity 
T avout John D. Rockefeller Jr. | 

at first. He seldom broke into 
print. When John D. had Iiet it 
be known in Wall Street that he 
was retiring from active business, 
everyone grinned. 

Public curiosity was aroused. It 
was to be piqued to a still great- 
er extent when the son took over 
direction of the men’s Bible class 
of the family church, the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist, and voluntarily 
stepped out into the limelight—as 
a believer in Work, Duty and God- 
liness. 

Junior succeeded the scholarly 
Charlies Evans Hughes as leader of 
the Bible class. The event created 
a sensation. Curiosity seekers 
dropped in to have a look at the 
Richest Young Man in the World 
teaching Sunday school, just as 
they went to 8t. George’s to see 
Dr. Rainsford's richest parishioner, 
J. Pierpont Morgan, pass the plate. 
Membership in the class trebled 
almost overnight. Men on the 
fringes of the stock market figured 
that here was an easy opportunity 
to get in right. The pale, low- 
voiced young man soon made it 
evident that he was conducting a 
class for the study of the Scrip- 
tures, not an institution for the 
dissemination of Wall street tips 
or an employment bureau for the

R the fakers and the class pros- 

pered. “Many misguided per- 
sona,” he'd say solemniy, “think 
the true test of friendship is 
whether the friend will iend 
money. Don’t you believe it. If 
you have any friendship for people 
don’t spoil it by trying to borrow 
money from them.” 
“Needle’s Eye.” 

In dealing with difficult prob- 
lems of morality Rockfeller ex- 
plaiued that the Saviour did not 
mean, literally, that it would be 
easier for a camel to craw] through 
the eye of a needle than for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of 
God “because conditions now are 
different.” Similarly, “Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures upon 
earth” did not necessgrily refer to 
money. “A Man may possess great 
wealth on earth,” explained the oil 
prince, “and at the same time build 
up treasurés in heaven. Wealth is 
not necessarily an impediment to a 
man’s admittance to the Beyond. 
... The growth o. a large business 
is merely the survival of the fittest. 
It *oes the greatest good ~to the 
greatest number, although perhaps 
at the expense of the few. The 
American Beauty rose can be pro- 
duced only by sacrificing the early 
b ds which grow up around it. So 
the growth of big business is mere- 
ly the working out of a law of God 
and of nature.” 

John D. Sr. happened to hear 
this epochai preachment He lis- 
tened to his 25-year-old progeny 
with relish and expressed his satis- 
faction thus: “I would rather see 
my son doing this work than see 
him a monarch on his throne.”

and built his wealth upon an idea 
of industrial autocracy. John D. 
Jr. is an industrial democrat, 

He is strong for so-called “re- 
publics of labor”’—which profess 
to provide unselfish and equal 
representation of capital, manage- 
ment and labor upon company ar- 
bitration boards, etc. Within cer- 
tain limits, he even gives verbal 
support to labor unionism. “Hu- 
man rights above dividends!” has 
been his cry since 1915. 

In 1913 and 1914, it will be re- 
called, there were viojent labor dis- 
turbances and much bloodshed in 
Colorado on the property of the 
Rockefeller - controlled Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Co. Sympathetic 
liberal masg meetings were held all 
over the country. Bitterness again 
flamed against the “black” Rocke- 
fellers and their “red” millions. 
In May, 1914. radicals with mourn- 
ing bands on their arms picketed 
26 Broadway and the town houses 
of the Rockefellers. One excitabie 
young woman with a loaded re- 
volver was ejected from the junior 
Rockefeller’s office. 

Picturesque old Mother Jones 
became the Joan of Arc of the 
coal fields. She stumped the coun- 
try denouncing the Rockefellers. 

Early in 1915 President Wiison’s 
Industrial. Relations Commission 
took up the case. => -ank P. Walsh 
was chairman of the commission. 
In those days Walsh fairly exuded 
brimstone in the presence of a cap- 
tain of industry. The leonine Walsh 
summoned John D. Jr. to the wit- 
ness stand and roared at him for 
three days. Pale and tense, but 
cool, the young oil prince parried 
the onslaught by frankly admit- 
ting ignorance of conditions in 
Colorado. “But, Mr. Chairman,” 
he said soothingly, “at the first op- 
portunity I shall go to Colorado 
and investigate for myself. If 
things need changing I will change 
them.” 

Believed in Him. 

The afternoon of his last appear- 
ance cn the stand, Mother Jones 
marched into Rockefeller’s office 
and offered her hand. “Young 
man, I believe you mean to be 
fair.” she told him. “I, for one, 
am willing to give you a chance.” 
Until the Colorado mix-up, John 
D. did not cnow whether Junior 
was just a “good” man or a “big” 
man. But after Junior had come 
with flying colors through the 
cross-examination by Walsh, the 
Lord of Oil placed in his son's

These committees—the so-called 
“Republics of Labor”’—have since 
been widely extended in other 
Rockefeller properties and have 
operated with a greater propor- 
tion of success than most other 
industrial panaceas. In the 1928 
strike of coal miners in Colorado. 
it is worthy of note, the Rocke- 
feller mutual-benefit pact success- 
fully withstood militant <issaults 
of the L W. W. 

Since 1915, John D. has shown 
increasing confidence in his son. 
He has even legally transferred 
his four residences to the latter. 
including the great Pocantico 
estate. John D. is now a tenant 
of his son. Of course, the son 
would never turn his father out of 
doors, but. with customary Rocke- 
feller thoroughness, the deeds 
stipulate that John’ D. shall have 
the right to occupy all of the 
houses so long as he lives and also 
the right to lease them at his 
pleasure. 

John D. Jr. has been a disap- 
pointment to his father in one re- 
spect only; he has never been able 
to learn to play a passable game 
of golf. “Father and the profes- 
sionals have -not succeeded with 
me yet,” says John D. Jr., rue- 
fully.
